ENGLISH RULES FOR PRESERVING 
FRUIT. 


The London Garden gives the following as 
che rales of the Royal Horticultural Society 
for the preservation of choice fruit : 

1. As the flavor of the fruit is so easily af- 
fected by heterogeneous odors, it is ‘highly 
desirable that apple and pear rooms should 
be distinct. 2. The walls and the floor should 
be annually washed with a solution of quick- 
lime. 3. The room should be perfectly dry, 
with as uniform a temperature as practicable, 
and be well ventilated; but there should not 
be a thorough draft. 4. Use the utmost care 
in gathering fruit, nandling as little as possi- 
ble. 5. For present use fruit should be well 
ripened ; but if for long keeping, it is better, 
especially with pears, tnat it should not have 
arrived at complete maturity. This point, 
however, requires considerable judgment. 6. 
No imperfect fruit should be stored with that 
which is sound and all more or less deeayed 
specimens should be immediately removed. 
7. Lf placed on shelves the fruit should not 
lie more than two days, and no straw should 
be used. 8. Where especially clear an | beau- 
tiful specimens are wanted they may be vack- 
ed carefully in dry bran, or in layers of per- 
fectly dry cotton, wool either in closed hoxes 
or in large garden pots. Scentless sawdust 
will answer the same purpose, but pine saw- 
dust is apt to communicate an unpleasant 
taste. 9. With care, early apples may be 
kept till Christmas ; while many kinds may 
he preserved in perfection to a second year. 
The rules given by American fruit growers 
agree very well with the above, but make 
especial mention that fruit rooms for slow 
ripening should be nearly dark, and the tem- 
perature low. Light and heat hasten matu- 
rity, and next, of course, decomposition.

The National Live Stock Journal notes 
that the history of stock husbandry in Eu- 
rope and in this country satisfactorily proves 
that few men succeed in any marked degree 
as breeders of more than one race of domes- 
tie animals, or of more than one variety of a 
single race. A farmer weil situated to do so 
may attain a certain measure of success in 
raising and selling horses, cattle. hogs, sheep 
and poultry—his operations with each may 
be profitable—but we believe tat there are 
not two instances on record where remarka- 
ble eminence as a breeder has been attained 
by one individual with more than one class 
of stock.

LIME AND SALT MIXTURE 


Prof. Joh r ds for fertilizing 
ee to mix one bushel of salt and two 
ushels of dry lime under cover, and allow 
the mixture to decompose 
forming an it.timate chemi union of the 
two materials. For this purpose the mixture 
should be at least six weeks before use, or, 
still better, two or three months, the heap 
mentioned being turned over occasionally.— 
This salt and lime mixture, when applied at 
the rate of 20 or 30 bushels per acre, forms 
an excellent topdressing for many crops. It 
acts powerfully on the vegetable matter of 
soils ; 56 bushels applied to a turnip crop 
have produced as large acrop as barnyard 
manure. It is also very destructive to grubs 
and insects in soil. Like salt, it attracts 
moisture from the air, and is useful against 
drought. Its decomposing power is remark- 
able, and if three or four bushels of it are 
mixed with a load of swamp muck, the latter 
will be reduced to a powder.

Tue Best Bee Hive.—At the Bee 
eepers’ Convention, held at Kalamazoo, 
during the Michigan State Fair. the above 
question was submitted to a committee, wo 
reported that the best hive was one with the 
broad chamber not exceeding twelve inches. 
or less than ten inches in depth, and to be of 
such a form that it contains not less than 
two thousand, and not to exceed two thou 

sand five hundred cubic inches of space ; and 
that the surplus honey space above be of the 
same size, in order to use t e same sized 
frames, or sinall honey boxes with frames. 
That the entrance should be small in win er, 
allowing of not more than two bees to pass 
each other at a time, and the ventilation up- 
ward to be regulated at pleasure, as no 
strong current of air should pass up through 
the hive, that being highly injurious to the 
bees. There is no question tnat this is the 
best hive; but how much of this is patented 
is an unsettled question.—Chicayo Tribune. 





ta One of the common faults in tying up 
cattle, and cows especially, is, that they are 
placed too near each other. When some are 
lying down, others step about and tread up- 
on them. We think the udders of cows are 
more frequently injured in this way, than in 
all other ways combined. It is not unusual 
to find cows placed only three feet apart; 
three and a half in most cases; rarely ever 
four feet.

GREAT YIELD OF POTATOER. 


Cuicoper, Sept. 4, 1872. 
Doctor Geo. B. Lonrnc— 

Dear Sir :— Believing that you take an in- 
terest in agriculture, 1 wish to make a state- 
ment, and should some one else do better I 
should like to know how it is done. My 
case is this. I had some turf land in rear of 
the house, just completed, which I wished to 
get into condition for a kitchen garden next 
spring. I had it ploughed deep and har- 
rowed. I procured one bushel of early rose 
potatoes, cut them so as to have one eye only 
when possible in a piece. I dug holes deep, 
placed sods grass down in botiom of each 
hill, upon that I put about equal to two 
quarts cow stable manure, covering this 
lightly with the loam, put 2 eyes in a hill 6 
to 12 inches apart, eyes up, and covered 
them. They were planted late, kept clean 
from weeds, and hilled high; have just now 
had them dug. The result is 48 bushels 
sizable, for table use, and three bushels 
small, or 51 in all. 

The square feet of ground used is 4,280, 
or a fraction lees than one tenth of an acre, 
or at the rate of a trifle over 500 busheis to 
the acre.

This concluded the programme, and as 
darkness was fast settling down, the crowd 
wended their way homeward, weary, doubt- 
less, but content. Good order has prevailed 
throughout the day, and nothing whatever 
has occurred to mar the pleasure of the oc- 
casion. A large police force is on the 
ground, but their services have hardly been 
called into requisition, save to keep some too 
eager spectators in their proper places. 


THURSDAY—THIRD DAY. 

This morning opened delightfully, with a 
little warmth in the air which was very 
grateful, after the rather chilly atmosphere 
of the two preceding days. The stream of 
travel early set in to the grounds, and it was 
very soon manifest that this was to be the 
great day of the show. The upward and 
downward trains were very long, and the 
cars completely filled. The train from the 
north which reached thecity about 10 o’clock 
consisted of somo twenty cars, several of 
which were cattle care, temporarily fitted 
with seats, into which the people were packed 
much like their usual occupants. Scores 
of men were also on the tops of the cars, 
accepting this uncomfortable and somewhat 
hazardous position in preference to being 
left behind. By noon, there was a dense 
mass of people upon the grounds, outnum- 
bering even the immense crowd in attend- 
ance cn the famous day at Narragansett Park 
in Providence. ‘The mills were shut down, 
and the operatives in large numbers came in 
to swell the multitudiuous throng. 

The Sheep, 

Early in the morning, we took a look at 
the sheep pens, and found a good show in 
point of numbers and quality, but the exhibi- 
tors were comparatively few. D. S. Apple- 
ton of Ipswich, exhibits some splendid Cots- 
wolds,—as fine a collection probably as was 
ever seen in New England. Some lambs, 
sired by ‘Young America,’ an imported buck, 
were especially noticeable. R. G. Hill, of El- 
more, Vt., and A. E. Fuller, of Pomfret, Vt., 
also show some excellent animals in this 
class. Of Merinoes, the number is sma.l, 
the principal exhibitors being Jerome Holden, 
of Westminster West, Vt., and F. Keller, of 
Pomfret, Vt. James J. Flint, of Putney, Vt. 
shows some good specimens of Middlewooled 
sheep. The Southdowns are represented by 
a portion of the flock of John B. Sanborn, of 
Concord, who shows some very handsome 
ewes, and a pen of lambs, four months old, 
which are very promising Mr. Sanborn al- 
so has a few fat sheep, which look fine 
enough to eat. 

R. G. Hill, of Elmore, Vt., shows a fine col- 
lection of grade ewes, yearlings, and buck 
lambs. Quite a crowd surround the pens, 
who express especial admiration for the Cots- 
wolds, whose clean bright coats provoke the 
warmest encomiums. 

Swine. 

The show in this department is very small, 
and is ali included in a dozen pens, which 
are located on the outskirts of the grounds. 
The Suffolks are the favorites, of which A. 
S. Knight, of N. Boylston, exhibits some 
thriving specimens, three-quarters blood. 
These have found favor in the eyes of the 
sweepstakes and first premium. J.D. W. 
French, of North Andover, has a solid and 
closely-knit imported Essex boar, “ An- 
dover,” with a sow of the same breed, and a 
litter of very handsome pigs, which would 
have delighted the eyes and tickled the palate 
of Charles Lamb. Mr. F. also bears off the 
first premium. Wm. Manning, of Chelms- 
ford, Mass., shows a white Chester boar, 
facetiously named “ Gen. Grant,” as taciturn 
a creature as if his name were spelled with 
an a instead of au. J. F. White, of East 
Concord, N. H., is the only exhibitor of 
Berkshires, and he has a boar and six sows, 
one with four spring pigs. The old color- 
phobia still lives, notwithstanding the war 
and the Emancipation Prociamation, and the 
Berkshires feel its effects ; but the growers of 
this breed claim for them distinguished 
merits. 





Poultry 

The poultry tent isa great centre of at- 
traction, more especially with the feminine 
portion of the crowd, and the display, al- 
though not so large as last year, includes 
some very fine representatives of the dif- 
ferent breeds. S. H. Warren, of Weston, 
bears away the palm on White Leghorns, 
and isa large contributor in Houdans and 
other classes. 1). S. Gilmore, of Man- 
chester, also shows some very handsome 
birds of this class. Wm. T. Kendall, of 
Reading, makes a good show of Red Leg- 
horns and Bantams. Hugh O'Neill has a 
cage of beautitul Canaries, which prove very 
attractive. C. and L. Spring, of Needham, 
Mass., shows a number of remarkably fine 
Creveceeurs; S. S. James, of Manchester, 
a coop of splendid White Polands ; Philander 
Williams, of Taunton, a collection of Light 
and Dark Bramabs, which it will be hard to 
beat; Wm. ‘I. Evans, of Manchester, a coop 
of Dark Bramah chickens, and a large 
number of other birds; W. E. Jennings, of 
Weston, some of the tiniest Game Bantams 
ever seen; Charles E. Mecum, of Malden, 
Buff Cochins of rare excellence; and M. J. 
Ellis, of Norwood, Mass., some very hand- 
some birds, of different breeds. Mr. Jacob 
Graves, of Reading, exhibits some Partridge 
Cochins, of splendid appearance, and also an 
Incubator, which has been in operation du- 
ring the Fair, and the spectators have had an 
opportunity to see the little chicks chip the 
shell and come forth, in all their “ youthful 
blume,” into this breathing and transitory 
world. Of course, this operation has been 
witnessed with the liveliest interest and sat- 
isfaction by admiring crowds. A large and 
very fine collection of Fancy Pigeons, exhib- 
ited by William P. Cooper, of Lawrence, 
also attracts a great deal of attention, espe- 
cially from ladies and ehildren, who look 
with wonder and loud expressions of plea- 
sure and admiration at the varied and beau- 
tiful collection. Of geese and ducks, the 
show is very meagre, but the specimens ex- 
hibited are of the first quality, C. L. Parker, 
of Manchester, Mass., and Thomas Moore, 
of Chelmsford, being the principal exhib- 
tors. 

The Programme. 

The business assigned for the forenoon 
was the exhibition of Mares, Geldings and 
Fillies, on the track, for examination by the 
judges, and a very large portion of the morn- 
ing was consumed in this way, the show 
being witnessed by a large number of people 
from the stand and the grounds ‘contiguous 
to the track. At noon, there was a proces- 
sion of a large number of the horses on the 
ground, which, preceded by the band, 
marched twice round the track. Accord- 
ing to the programme, the procession 
should have included all the horses and 
cattle on exhibition, and had this plan been 
carried out, the display would have been a 
very attractive one. As it was, the praces- 
sion was quite small, and so failed to create 
any special interest or enthusiasm. There 
was also during the forenoon an exhibition 
of Matched Horses (four teams) and Ponies, 
on the track. A small donkey cart, labelled 
“Balaam’s Express,” excited considerable

amusement, and was, ogustantly surrounded 
by a large crowd. 
AF TERNOON—THE RACES. 

The main attraction of the afternoon was 
of course the races, and long before the 
time assigned for the first trot, the Grand 
Stand, to which a hundred feet had been 
added in anticipation of the rush, was crowd- 
de to overflowing, while a surging mass of 
men, women and children occupied every 
inch of space from which one could even 
hope to catch a glimpse of the horses now 
and then. 

The number of carriages upon the grounds 
was unprecedentedly large, and included 
teams of every description, from the modest 
“one-horse shay” to the aristocratic turn 
out, with horses expensively caparisoned 
and occupants apparelled in more than all 
the glory of Solomon and his numerous 
household. And yet there were thousands 
of people surrounding the cattle pens and 
horse sheds, and filling the implement and 
poultry tents, and the Exhibition Halls to 
such an extent as to make it nextto impos- 
sible to see anything. The advice of the 
Ploughtaan had manifestly been heeded. 
The farmers of ‘New England had taken a 
holiday, and with their wives and children 
had come to Lowell to see the sights. No 
doubt, it was a happy day to them, and let 
us hope it was not without profit also. 

The crowd, considering its magnitude, was 
a remarkably well-behaved one; there 
was no rowdyism, and scarcely any drunken- 
ness. The great difficulty was to keep the 
people from overflowing upon the track, and 
thus obstructing the horses and endangering 
their own-limbs or lives. But the crowd and 
the police were both, in the main, good na- 
tured, and this was accomplished, so far as 
was possible under the circumstances, with- 
out stirring up ill blood ; occasionally, how- 
ever, it became necessary to remove some ob- 
streporous individual, and in some cases the 
policemen appeared to be unnecessarily 
harsh and arbitrary in the exercise of their 
authority. This isto be regretted, for the 
cardinal qualification of an officer is that he 
shall be able to keep his temper, and every 
citizen has rights which the police, at any 
rate, are bound to respect. 

The First Trot. 
This took place at quarter past two, and was 
for horses that had never trotted within 
three minutes. There were nineteen entries, 
but only twelve made their appearance, 
which was quite enough. They drew posi- 
tions in the following order: Kate Hews, 
Ethan, Croquet Boy, Minerva, Caoutchouc, 
Ned, Lady Bradford, Highland Maid, Rex 
Patchen, Franklin Boy, Stanley and Gipsey. 
First Heat. 

After several failures to get even a toler- 
ably fair start, the horses were sent off, 
Caoutchoue taking the lead, and keeping it 
in good style.

Fourth Race. 

The fourh and last race was for horses that 
had never beaten 2.45. There was a long 
list of entries, only eight of which came on 
the track, viz., Rosa Temple, Black Rolf, 
Lady Williams, Brown Ben, Bradley, Her- 
mit, Hiram Allen and Jenny Lind. 

First Heat. This was substantially a con- 
test between Rolf and Lady Williams, who 
left the others far to leeward. The Lady 
finally won by a length, in 2.40, Rolf coming 
next, Hermit third, Allen fourth, Rosa fifth, 
Brown Ben sixth, Jenny Lind seventh, and 
Bradley counted out. 

Second Heat. This was pretty much the 
same thing as the fixct, Relf and the Lady 
leaving a wide gap between them and the 
others. They lapped for some distance, 
but Rolf made an unfortunate break on the 
third turn, from the effects of which he was 
unable to recover, and the Lady won the 
heat easily, in 2.43. The othets came in— 
Ben second, Allen third, Rolf fourth, Jenny 
fifth, and the others distanced. 

Third Heat. This heat was won by Lady 
Williams without any trouble, as she took 
the lead at the start, and kept it,—time, 2.49.

Thus ended a day which will long be mem- 
orable in the annals of the New Eng!and So- 
ciety. It is impossible to make any accurate 
statement of the number on the grounds, 
but it is variously estimated at from forty to 
sixty-five thousand. We have seen a few 
crowds in our time, in doors and out, and we 
feel tolerably safe in estimating the number 
at fifty thousand. As one of the data from 
which an estimate can be made, it may be 
stated that the total number of cars which 


unloaded their living freight at or near the 
grounds was 254. The Supt. of the Boston 


& Lowell road, Mr. Paige, estimated that 
not less than 20.000 people came to the city 
to-day to attend the Fair. At the conclusion 
of the races, most of the people hurried to 
the depots, or sought conveyance into the 
city by horse cars or wagons, which were 
kept busy until long after nightfall. Many 
who were impatient to reach their homes 
were obliged to wait at the depots for hours, 
as the trains were wholly inadequate to hold 
the immense numbers who lined the track, 
many of whom jumped upon the cars while 
in motion and filled them before they came 
to a stop, leaving the less energetic or feebler

Second Race. 

This was the great race of the Exhibition, 

the liberal purse of a thousand dollars having 
been offered, for horses that had never beaten 
2.32 : $500 to first, 250 to second, $150 to 
third, and $100 to fourth. There were six 
entries, and all the horses started except Col. 
Moulton, entered by Benj. Marston, of Med- 
ford. Their positions were as follows : Black 
Prince, Jennie, Britol Bill, Frank Palmer, 
Fanny. 
_ First Heat. The horses very soon got the 
word, and made a handsome start. Jennie 
soon took the lead, with Bristol Bill close at 
her heels, and came in ahead, in 2.35 1-2; 
Bristol Bill was second, Palmer third, Fanny 
fourth, and the Prince last. 

Second Heat. This heat was won so un- 
fairly that it really amounted to little as a 
test of the speed of the horses, Jennie 
and Palmer running furiously, especially on 
the home stretch. For this bad behavior the 
Judges set them back, and gave the heat to 
Fanny, and the second place to Bill. The 
Prince was distanced. Time, 2.34. 

Third Heat. Fanny took the lead and kept it 
until she reached the three-quarter pole when 
Palmer made a brisk spurt, and passed her 
like a flash. The advantage so gallantly won 
he held, and came ina length ahead of the 
mare in 2.34. Jennie was third, and Bill 
lagged behind. So far, three horses Tiad each 
won a heat, and the next appearance of the 
contestants was impatiently awaited. 

Fourth Heat. On getting the word, Palm- 
er shot ahead, and continued to gain on his 
competitors, until he led Fanny, the foremost 
of them, half a dozen lengths. At the com- 
pletion of the first half, Bristol Bill took the 
second place, and came in behind Palmer, 
who won by half a dozen lengths, in 2.33.— 
Fanny was third and Jennie fourth. 


Fifth Heat. This heat was a close contest 
between l'almer and Fanuy, usw mare lead- 


ing a little until the close of the first half.— 
Then Palmer made a push and finally passed 
her, coming in nearly a length ahead. He 
had made too many jumps, however, to please 
the Judges, and they gave the heatto Fanny ; 
Palmer second, Jennie third, and Bill fourth. 
Time, 2.34 1-2. Bristol Bill having failed to 
win a heat out of the five was ruled out, which 
left the field to Fanny, Palmer and Jennie. 

Sixth Heat. This heat was won, after a 
spirited contest, by Palmer, in 2.33. Fanny 
came in second, followed shortly by Jennie. 
Palmer took the $500; Fanny the second 
money, Jennie the third, and the fourth went 
begging. Perhaps somebody may be found 
willing to take it.

Fxhibition Building. 


The basement, as we have before stated, 
is mainly devoted to vegetables, but the show 
is not by any means what it should be, 
There are a few specimens of noticeable size 
and excellence, but the large majority are no 
better than can be seen any day at Faneuil 
Hall Market. Mr. J. Kittredge, of Lowell, is 
the first exhibitor who challenges special men- 
tion, by an exhibition gf monster mangolds. 
Mr. L. Batchelder, of Peabody, has some 
“ Peerless” potatoes worthy of the name, 
and J. E Rowell, of Lowell, a number of 
tempting watermelons. Mr. Benj. Watson 
of Tewksbury, shows a tub full of onions, 
which cause some natural tears to flow, but 
we journey on to the mammoth squash of 
Mr. Bartlett, of Middlesex Village, and dry 
our eyes at sight of the golden-colored 150 
pounder. Capt. J. B. Moore, of Concord 
Mass., rejoices in a plate of “ Trophy 
tomatoes, of remarkable size and fairness. 
There are still other large contributors, 
among whom are L. W. Lewis, of Lowell ; 
P. D.& T. S. Edmands, of East Chelms- 
ford, and J. P. Jameson, of Dunbarton, N. H. 
At the further end of the room are some 
boxes of honey and specimens of Maple 
sugar and syrup, the contributions of the 
Messrs. Call. of New London. N H., H. P. 
Gale, of Washington, Vt., D. W. Clement, 
of Lowell, and J. H. Marsh, of Sharon, Vt. 
Any of it, we guess, could be worried down 
without much effort. 

Washburn & Co., Boston, and Fielding & 
Bartlett, Lowell, exhibit very neatly arranged 
collections of garden seeds; J. P. Jameson, 
Dunbarton, N. H., grain of various kinds, 
and peas and beans, and there are some small 
parcels of grain and traces of sweet corn ex- 
hibited by several others, whose names 
appear in the list of entries, 

There are also four parcels of butter on 
exhibition — a beggarly quantity. The box 
shown by Mrs. Amos F. Hobbs, of Wenham, 
Mass., if it tastes as good as it looks, must 
belong to the “gilt-edged” brand of the 
New York and Philadelphia hotels. A few 
stoves, ranges, and the like, occupy a small 
portion of the basement, exhibited by the 
Lowell dealers. Doubtless, their time will 
come, but just now, with the thermometer in 
the neighborhood of 90, they are only.an ag- 
gravation. 

Now let us go up stairs, and haying just 
left the vegetables, we will glance first at the 
fruits. Although the display is fair in quan- 
tity and quality, there is very little of such 
marked excellence as to call for special men- 
tion. It is too early for the winter apples, 
and also for grapes, and consequently the 
show of these fruits is very small: This is 
true also of peaches, for which the same 
reason cannot be given. Of pears, there is 
quite a variety, but the specimens are not 
particularly noticeable in any respect. The 
principal exhibitor, we believe, is Mr. Silas 
Moore, of Providence, who shows some fifty 
varieties of pears, and ‘about the same of 
apples. Mr. Moore's garden is at Elmwood, 
and his fruit is raised on land which is worth 


and ought to be good—as it is. C.C. Shaw, 
of Milford, N. H., has a collection of apples,

some specimens of the “Golden Sweet.” 
P.D. & T. 8, Edmands, James Hartwell, 
of Lincoln, M@ss., J. B, Moore, of Concord, 
Mass., and Asa Clement, of Dracut, all show 
good collections of fruit, principally apples, 
although Capt. Moore has quite an assort- 
ment of pears and a few grapes. Geo. A. 
Spaulding, of So. Woodstock, Ct., exhibits 
some peaches and grapes, and J. B. Quant, 
of Lowell, few bunches of luscious hot-house 
grapes— Black Hamburgs and Buckland 
Sweetwater. 

On .he same side of the hall is an exceed- 
ingly beautiful and attractive display of flow- 
ers and variegated leaved plants, which are 
the admired of all beholders. Mr. E. Shep- 
pard, the popular florist of Lowell, has a 
superb collection of variegated leaved plants 
and cut flowers, and Mr. Levi Sprague, of 
the same place, a large variety of flowering 
plants and ferns in pots. Among the cut 
flowers, there is a perfectly gorgeous display 
of Gladiolus, by Geo. Craft, of Brookline, a 
beautiful pyramid, from Geo. E. Harrington, 
of Sudbury, and a tastefully arranged basket 
from Mrs. A. Wasley, of Lowell. 

Here are four bottles labelled “Home 
Made Wine,” by Geo. Harrington, Sudbury, 
Mass. Somebody has evidently found it good, 
for the bottles are empty. C. & W. A. 
Waters, of Boston, make a handsome show 
of Kellar’s California Wine. Mr. K. offers 
fourteen varieties of wine, including cham- 
pagnes, and received eight Silver Medals 
from as many Exhibitions last year. 

Fielding & Barrett, of Lowell, make a 
good show of rustic work, including several 
baskets and vases of very pretty and orna- 
mental patterns. Near by area few loaves 
of bread, which no doubt were very good 
when fresh, but they now look ruther atale- 
The committee have tested them, and the 
loaf of flour bread made by Miss Mary A. 
Livermore, of Middlesex Village, bears the 
mark of their approval. Mr. A. G. Swan of 
Lowell and Mr. Ira A. Clough, shows a col- 
lection of canned fruits which is very attrac- 
tive. 

We now come to another description of 
articles, first of which is a handsome case of 
harnesses from the establish ment of J.G. Allen 
& Son, Lowell. J. B. Baker & Son, Boston, 
also show some elegant harnesses, together 
with an assortment of trunks and saddles of 
superior workmanship. There is also a fine 
display of ladies boots and shoes, from the 
manufactory of Clark & Son, Haverhill 
Josiah Gates & Sons, Lowell, make an ex- 
tensive show of belting and hose, of various 
sizes, all of which has a substantial appear- 
ance, as if made upon honor. The Loweil 
Frear Stone Company show some neat pat- 
terns of door and .window caps, moulded 
from sand, and the Portland Stone Ware 
Co., a large and varied stock of articles, such 
as drain pipe, tiles, firebrick, chimney tops. 
vases, jugs, and so on, for which special 
excellencies are claimed. An improved en- 
gine lathe, exhibited by Geo. L. Cady, and 
an ingenious automatic screw machine, in- 
vented by F. Curtis, Brattleboro, Vt., attract 
the curious in such matters. G.E. Mitchell, 
of the Novelty Plaster Works, shows sam- 
ples of their wares. Our witty friend 
Marden, of the Courier, thinks it is these 
plasters that draw the crowd. Here, too is 
Pyle, “the O. K. Soap” man, who “makes 
his pile” in a double sense wherever he goes. 
He believes in his commodity, and is not 
ashamed to show it. It stands before you 
in pyramids of gigantic proportions, and he 
invites everybody to test its merits. Then 
we have Clarke’s Yeast Cakes, the National 
Yeast, and the Compressed Yeast, manufac- 
tured by Fleischmann & Co., the virtues of 
which are made manifest by hot rolls, baked 
on ihe spot, and buttered by attendant dam- 
sels who distribute them gratis to the on- 
lookers.

Several new inventions, called out by the 
offer of premiums by this Society, are on 
exhibition at this table, and among them are 
two bridles with patent winkers, the inven- 
tion of W. F. Boyd, of Mansfield, for which 
the Society have awarded a premium. 

Hiram Holt & Co., of E. Walton, make a 
good show of shining blades, in the shape of 
ecythes, feed knives, &c. Jacob Rogers 
& Co., a handsome display of various kinds 
of hard ware, especially bronze locks, 
knobs, handles, &c., now much in vogue 
with nobby builders. Billings & Flanders 
of Boston, exhibit an article for the kitchen 
which will be much appreciated by all care- 
ful housewives, to wit, a compartment kettle; 
an arrangement by which meat and vege- 
tables can be cooked in the same vessel, and 
yet be kept entirely separate. It will take, 
we think. We could not if we would over- 
look F. Brown & Co. pile of blacking, 
French polish, and various other preparations 
for giving the genteel shine to boots and 
shoes. Everybody must have something of 
the kind, and Brown does not mean to be 
beaten on that line. 

Reed and Grundy, of Chelsea, show an 
ingenious contrivance for fastening blinds, by 
which a blind can be opened or closed by 
raising the window a few inches, and with- 
out putting the hand outside the building. 
This invention took the highest premium at 
the Fa'r last year, and has been equally 
successful at other exhibitions.

Some rich and handsome furniture is shown 
by the Crosby Furniture Company and the 
Lowell Manufacturing Company, exhibit sev- 
eral styles of carpets, of desirable patterns 
and quality. The Lowell Bleachery has a 
table filled with cottons from various manu- 
factories, affording a good opportunity for a 
comparison of the different goods.
